Germa ny's Infa nt Army 


Quietly the Western German repub lic 
passed a major milestone that has b een long 
awaited b y the free world 
the b eginning 
of military conscription which in time is in­ 
tended to b uild an army 500,000 strong. 
The start is modest, fewer than 10,000 
draftees to b e added to the volunteer force 
of 80.000 men. Not until a year from now 
will the total reach 100.000 and the full goal 
is years off. 
Up to this point the path toward a sub ­ 
stantial West German army has b een strewn 
with many ob stacles. Even now that con­ 
scription is under way the last b arriers have 
not b een cleared. 
In Septemb er there'll b e an election. 
Should the opposition Socialists win it in­ 
stead of Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer’s 
Christian Democrats, the former would of 
course attempt to fulfill their pledge to scut­ 
tle the draft altogether. 
Notwithstanding this prospect, the new 
draftees represent progress of a sort long 
dreamed of by Western military and diplo-

matic authorities. For the German ground 
force is looked upon as a key unit in the fab ­ 
ric of the vital NATO army holding the 
European line against Russian communism. 
That b ulwark of Western units has suf­ 
fered reductions in size, and more are in 
sight. Some of these can perhaps b e justified 
on the ground that nuclear weapons will in 
future earrv a larger share of the defensive 
b urden. But the experts agree there is high 
value in maintaining a powerful ground 
corps to stiffen the arc of free nations fring­ 
ing the Communist world. 
As evidence of Germany’s b ig role in this 
corps, Lt. Gen. Hans Speidel of the Bonn 
government has now taken over officially as 
commander of NATO’s central European 
forces. 
NATO on the ground never has had any 
hope of matching the Red army. It is a de­ 
terrent. not a massive attack force. But an 
effective deterrent must b e more than a mere 
token army. It is Germany that the West 
looks to assure that it will b e. 


Some of the question* I receive are extremely 
vague and difficult to discuss. 
One of these comes from a correspondent who 
asks for a discussion of “ b etter emotional health.” 
She say* that ever since childhood she has cried 
easily and that a son*, a sad story or anything: of 
that short, touches her too deeply.

n ih» r« urit» that they are “ nervous and high- 
strun g” and complain of a great many different 
kinds of pains, aches or other symptoms. 
Medical textb ooks do not contain chap ters on 
“ b etter emotional health" or “ b eing nervous and 
highstrung." and there are few articles in the medi­ 
cal journals dealing with sub jects like these. It is 
prob ab le that when people use such term s and com­ 
plain of such varying sym p tom s they are not suffer­ 
ing from any single disease and that the origin of 
their difficulties stems from a veriety of different 
factors. 
Most such people, however, usually b ecome ex­ 
cited and upset easily whenever they are angered, 
frightened or sub jected to any other strong emotion. 
Quite likely there are many different reasons for 
an exaggerated reaction to emotions. Sometimes 
there m ay b e a family tendency to b e easily dis­ 
turb ed. 
While doctors have difficulty in pinning such con­ 
ditions down to any definite thing, m any b elieve 
that it is closely tied up with a p art of the nervous 
system known as the “ symp athetic nervous system ,"

which is not directly under control of the will or 
the b rain. 
Some of those who complain of b eing highstrung 
or nervous, complain also of excessive p ersp iration 
—■likewise worse under emotional s tre s s -e a s y b lush­ 
ing. fainting and other involuntarily reactions. 
If the cause of these conditions is vague, it is 
naturally difficult to know what to do ab out them. 
Some people with such symp toms imp rove b y 
taking regular exercise and getting more regular 
sleep. O thers—p erhap s most—are b etter when they 
have had a vacation and are rested than when they 
have b een under the strain of work or excessive 
household duties. A few learn how' to relax b etter, 
and improve when they do. 
There are m any unfortunates suffering emotional 
ills, however, who m erely make the rounds from 
doctor to doctor seeking some cause which can he 
treated b y drugs or surgery and never find a solu­ 
tion to their prob lems. 
Perhap s some day a solution or solutions m ay b e 
offered. But at p resent those who complain of “ ner­ 
vousness” or excessive response to emotion can 
hardly ever b e helped much b y anything which can 
b e done for them in a medical or surgical way ex­ 
cept sometimes b y psychiatry. 
Most must learn how to live with themselves 
and to ignore, as far as possib le, the unp leasant 
symp toms for which a cause and successful treat­ 
ment cannot b e found.

But 
Frost is not interested in • prob ­ 
lems: he is not interested for in­ 
stance in race b ut in people, or 
not even in people b ut in a man, 
a woman, you or me. 
But mostly this is the unchal­ 
lengeab le wisdom of a seer—who 
thought poetry was “ sight and in­ 
sight and excite.”
